HIGHLIGHTS OF 1961 


Construction of the new Junior High School continued on schedule 
and on September 6 the building was occupied by 540 seventh and eighth 
graders as well as 61 from the fifth grade and 128 from the sixth grade. 


This excellent building, with a top capacity of 900 students, was 
formally dedicated with appropriate exercises on November 12. Hundreds 
of townspeople attended the Open House which followed the dedication, 
inspecting the building and its facilities. 


Other large projects completed by the town this year include the 
Town Garage on Washington Street and the new railroad bridge cn Elm 
Street, where the approaches were also widened and straightened. 


School enrollment was at a new high in 1961. At the opening in 
September there were 3503 students. The largest class was grade two with 
407 pupils; grade one was next with 392. 


Also completed in 1961 were the Little League baseball diamend tn 
Memorial Park, the varsity baseball diamond on Turco Field and the filter 
at the South Walpole swimming pool. 


The town continued to add new business, especially at its several 
shopping centers. Fernandes Super Market opened its dcors on February 
14 at the Walpole Plaza on Main Street. A week later Hollywood Lanes 
opened its 40-lane ten pin bowling center on Route 1, near the junction 
of Route 27 and Route 1. In the spring, on the site of Hartshorn’s Market 
on Main Street, two new establishments were opened: Walpole Travel 
Service, Inc. and Wilson Finance Corporation. On September 6 a new unit

of five stores opened at the Edgewood Shopping Center: Frank's Hair 
Styling Salon, J & A Cleaners, Walpole Launderet, Dixon's Sc and 10c 
Store and Brands, Inc. The last two are new in town, the others are estab- 
lished firms which moved to the new location. Other businesses which 
opened during the year include Lee’s House of Music on Main Street, 
Central Cleaners on East Street and in East Walpole a Coin-a-matic laundry, 
an Atlantic Service Staticn adjacent to it, and The Chestnut Shoppe (hair 
styling). In the fall the County Office Supply Company Inc. expanded its 
quarters on Main Street, Claire's Country Casuals shop moved to larger 
quarters in the Colonial Building and Campbell's Fashion Specialty Shoppe 
expanded. 


On August Ist Police Chief Timothy A. Cullinane retired after 
twelve years as chief and over 39 years on the police force. He joined the 
department in 1922, was sergeant from 1929 to 1949, and chief for the 
last twelve years. 


A month. later, on September Ist, Fire Chief Aaron Hill retired. He 
had been a memter of the Walpole Fire Department for 34 years, was 
made deputy chief in 1947 and chief in January 1949. 


Both men were saluted at testimonial dinners at the King Philip in 
Wrentham. On each occasion many people were present to pay tribute to 
the years of faithful service given by Chief Cullinane and Chief Hill. 


Carl William Haggblom was chosen by the Selectmen as the new 
chief of police, and Armando J. Betro was named to the post of sergeant, 
made vacant by Haggblom’s promotion. Chief Haggblom has been a 
member of the Walpole Police Department for eleven years and a sergeant 
for five. He served two years as a special police officer before his perma- 
nent appointment in 1950. 


Robert M. Gardner was appointed to succeed Aaron Hill as Fire

Chief on September 1. A member of the Walpole Fire Department for 
twelve years, he has been a driver for Company 1. 


During the year the town lost several of its public servants, present 
and past, by death. Miss Alice Downing, beloved school nurse, died on 
February 10. She had served the town for almost 25 years. Arthur L. 
Smith who served as selectman in 1945, died January 17 in Florida. Fred 
J. Tetreault died cn June 22. He was building inspector from 1929 to 
1957, an assessor from 1938 to 1957 and chairman of the Board of 
Assessors from 1953 to 1957. Ernest H. Coleman, who served on the 
School Committee from 1946 through 1948, and as its chairman in 1947 
and 1948, died suddenly on December 31. 


Honor came to the town in October when the Norfolk County 
Selectmen’s Association at its annual meeting elected Walpole Selectman 
Edward J. Delaney its president. Willis D. McLean, former selectman, 
continues to serve the county organization as secretary. 


By vote of the citizens at the Annual Town Meeting, a Walpole Con- 
servation Commission was established in 1961. The following members 
were appointed by the Selectmen: Francis W. Smith, chairman; Loretta 
Parasco, secretary; Edward Averi, Raymond H. Beaudet, Jr., Vera DeRosa, 
Franklin G. Fish and Lucy E. Hill. 


The group has been meeting bi-weekly and the results of its first year 
of organization are contained on a later page of this Town Report. 


At a special town meeting on June 5 the citizens voted to appropriate 
funds for the interceptor sewer, a joint project with the town of Norwood. 
The extension to Walpole will be joined with the town sewer at the 
Norwood-Walpole line on Route 1, near Union Street. 


HIGHLIGHTS 5 


Taking part in the country-wide program, the Civil Defense Depart- 
ment with the assistance of many citizens, displayed a model fall-out 
shelter at the Senior High School on August 3 and 4. The shelter had been 
constructed by Louis Morganti with the help of high school students 
supervised by John McGovern, supervisor of secondary education. Also 
on display at the Open House were fire apparatus and various pieces of 
emergency equipment owned by the town. Many hundreds of citizens 
visited the display. 


In May an important book went on sale at various news stands 
throughout the town. Entitled, “Do You Know Your Town?” it was 
prepared by members of the Walpole League of Women Voters, and was 
the result of a two-year study. It contains much valuable information on 
Walpole industrial and community life, town government and services. 
The book also has an up-to-date street map. 


Expanding a program originally started by the political parties of 
the town, and in 1960 by the P.T.A., the P.T.A. Council and the League 
of Women Voters held a Candidates’ Night at Walpole High School 
just prior to the January election. All candidates were invited to present 
three-minuie talks from the stage of the auditorium. Then the meeting 
adjourned to the cafeteria where the citizens gathered at tables and the 
candidates visited from table to table, answering questions. The meeting 
was so successful that at the end of the year a similar meeting was 
announced for early in January 1962. - 


The number of candidates who ran for office in 1961 and the general 
interest of the citizens in town affairs indicates that Walpole continues 
to have “government by the people”, who make their desires known at 
the polls and at the town meetings.

At the close of 1961, the balance in the Excess and Deficiency Account 
amounted to $471,426.53. 


Following discussions with the Norwood Board of Selectmen, recom- 
mendation was made and voted by the town at a special Town Meeting, 
held on June 5, 1961, to join with the Town of Norwood in extending 
an interceptor sewer to the Walpole town line. This sewer line, by joining 
with Norwood now, will save the town a great deal of money in the 
future, as our sewer system expands. 


On August Ist, Police Chief Timothy J. Cullinane retired after many 
years of faithful service to the town. Sergeant Carl William Haggblom 
was appointed Chief to fill the vacancy. 


On September Ist, Fire Chief Aaron Hill retired after many years of 
faithful service to the town. Robert Gardner was appointed Chief to fill 
the vacancy. 


Selectman Delaney was elected President of the Norfolk County 
Selectmen’s Association at their October meeting, held in Walpole. 


Numerous meetings and discussions were held during the year on the 
future growth of the town. Still in the planning stage are such projects as 
Industrial Development and Water Supply. 


As the town continues to grow, so do the problems of administration. 
Your Selectmen are making every effort to keep abreast of current prob- 
lems, and also to anticipate future needs. 


The Board thanks all the elected and appointed town officials for 
their help and cooperation throughout the year. Reports of their steward- 
ship will be found elsewhere in this report.

With the charter change of the 1961 annual Town Meeting, the title 
of Town Engineer was changed to Town Administrator, although the duties 
remain substantially as before. The various departments administered by 
this office, and under the Selectmen, are Public Works, Public Buildings, 
Purchasing, Engineering, Health and Recreation.

This is an integrated department including Highway, Park, Water 
and Sewer and Garage Maintenance Crews. Men and equipment are 
frequently shifted to meet a peak load in a given crew’s work. 


Our situation is greatly improved with the completion of our new 
garage which was undertaken in a three year program. 


HIGHWAYS 
ROAD CONSTRUCTION 


1. The railroad overpass on Elm Street, begun in 1960, was completed 
under the Federal Aid Secondary Program by contract forces working 
for the state. Walpole’s only cost was for land damages and water 
main relocation. 

2. Approximately one-third of Norfolk Street, at the easterly end, was 
reconstructed by town forces using state funds. The grade was 
changed, the pavement widened considerably, and a troublesome 
drainage problem on the southerly side eliminated. Another portion 
of the road was repaved privately. We are asking for funds to 
complete this project next year. 

3. South Street, from Pine to a point near Clinton Avenue, was com- 
pleted this year by contract forces using state funds. This road was 
formerly gravel. 

4. A two-hundred foot length of Pemberton Street near Joal Avenue 
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was reconstructed under the provisions cf Chapter 195 of Acts of 


1958. 
DRAIN CONSTRUCTION 


1. An old drain was replaced on Plimpton Street, near the easterly rail- 
road bridge, and catch basins added. This should eliminate the flood- 
ing and freezing that used to occur there. This work is still in 
progress. 

The drain at Pemberton Street which empties into the Neponset 
River was extended and re-graded. 

Drains were renewed on High Street near the Medfield line, Cedar 
Street near old Birch Street, and Water Street.

SIDEWALK CONSTRUCTION 


Three sidewalks were completed. In each case the rough grading and 
loaming was done by the town, and the paving by contract: 


1. Union Street, southerly side, from end of present sidewalk to Brook 
Lane. 

2. Common Street, westerly side, from Eleanor Road to point near 
Sharon line. 

3. Washington Street, westerly side, from Peach Street to Common 
Street. 

4. A small sidewalk and curbing job was started at the northwesterly 
intersection of Main and East Streets, and suspended because of cold 
weather. A widening of East Street will result. 


RESURFACING 


A bituminous concrete surface one and one quarter inches thick was 
placed on Washington Street from Common Street to South Street with 
Chapter 90 assistance. 


A thin bituminous concrete surface was placed on Neponset Street 
as an experiment. If successful, we will do more of this in the future. 
Conventional one inch bituminous concrete surfaces were placed on Beacon 
and Charles Streets, where sewerage was installed last year, and on Clark 
Avenue, where the Kendall Co. had a private water main installed, at 
their own expense. 


The following streets were paved with tar and sand: 


Allston Drive; Brown Drive; Bruce Road, partially; Garage Access; 
High Street, 1850 feet near Medfield line; Irving Drive; MacDonald Circle, 
2000 feet; Norfolk Street, as part of construction; Pemberton Street, 200 
feet near Joal Avenue; Ponderosa Lane; South Street, as part of construc- 
tion, by contract; Woodruff Road, 550 feet. 


The following streets were paved with asphalt and stone:

The oiling program was more than two months late this year, due 
to the construction projects on Norfolk Street and three sidewalks. Despite 
this, a total of 6890 gallons of tar and 33,987 gallons of asphalt were 
applied. 


Calcium chloride was again used on Old Post Road and one or two 
otner locations in order to stabilize the gravel surface and control the dust. 


TOWN GARAGE 


The third and final stage of our new facility was completed this year, 
by A. Bonfatti & Co., Inc. Highway and park crews are now based there, 
as well as the garage maintenance crew. Thanks to the large enclosed 
heated area, we are able to begin actual work sooner each day, particularly 
in winter weather. Town forces performed some of the work on the 
buildings and grounds. 


EQUIPMENT 


We purchased a heavy tractor-loader, a sand and chemical spreader, 
and a sidewalk plow of the vee type. All of this equipment is very valuable 
in snowstorms and is a further step in the increased mechanization of our 
crew. 


PARKS 


MOWING 

Mowing of grassed areas is the principal occupation of this crew. 
Our 44.5 acres of lawns were increased to 57.5 this year by the construc- 
tion of the Junior High School. We are requesting another mowing 
machine for this additional area. This crew also mows roadsides, using a 
tractor mounted sickle bar. 


RECREATIONAL AREAS 


A Little League baseball diamond in Memorial Park begun last year 
was completed and in use for the opening game this year. We plowed 
and scraped the ice on Memorial Park Pond for skating. The Varsity 
baseball diamond, under construction last spring, was completed and in 
use for some of the games this year. | 


SHADE TREES 
No aerial spraying was done in 1961. Instead, we concentrated on 
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removal of diseased trees and pruning. A mist blower spray was applied 
in June and July to selected elms. We feel that this program is cheaper 
and more effective in the control of Dutch elm disease than aerial spraying, 
and results in far less harm to birds and wildlife. Fifty trees were removed 
and thirty-eight pruned, in addition to those removed for sidewalk con- 
struction. Forty maples were planted. This year we published our leaf 
pickup schedule for the first two weeks of the program. We also expanded 
the route slightly and collected a total of seventy-frve compact loads, or 
approximately 190 tons of leaves. The 1959 mulch pile was used as loam 
on our three sidewalk jobs and produced grass surprisingly quickly despite 
the cold weather. 


TOWN FOREST 


The program recommended by Mr. Williams of the Massachusetts 
Forest & Park Association was continued this year. Inferior species, mostly 
hardwoods, were removed from the area East of Washington Street. Thin- 
ning and pruning were done in several of the pine plantations and thirty- 
four cords of the resulting wood were sold for $382.50. Five hundred 
white pines were planted by the Boy Scouts off South Street. The scouts 
also practiced conservation in another area. 

The Mosquito Control Project of Norfolk County performed the 
following services in the town of Walpole.

Although no new water sources were found, a number of steps were 
taken to conserve what we already have. These included: 


1. Cleaning and renewal of wells and line east of Washington 
Street by town forces. 

2. Elimination of leaks in Bird Park near swimming pool. 

3. Installation of a filter at the South Walpole pool. 

4. Near completion of meter sealing program. - 


In addition, the Kendall Cornpany installed a water line in public 
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streets which enables them to use more river water and cut their consump- 
tion of town water by 200,000 gallons per day. No restrictions were 
necessary in 1961. 


Because of the deep frost last winter, ninety-seven private water serv- 
ices froze. We restored water to all customers by thawing or temporary 
connections. During the summer, some of the more troublesome services 
were lowered. 


One of the most challenging jobs was the tunnelling of Route 1 for 
an eight inch main near Hollywood Lanes. This job was done in December 
and January with no interruption of traffic, using a compressed air tech- 
nique developed by the foreman.

Of the above jobs, Elm Street was in conjunction with the bridge and 
approach construction. Fisher Street was done in cooperation with a 
developer who furnished half the pipe. Mylod Street completes a loop 
except for a bridge crossing. Norfolk Street also completes a loop and helps 
utilize the West Walpole tank. South Street completes a loop.

With the above installations in public and private streets, the system 
mileage is now 73.44. 
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We transferred the unused venturi meter from our West Street pump- 
ing station to our Washington Street pumping station. Repairs were made 
to our No. 3 pump at the Washington Street station. The chemical treat- 
ment of our Mine Brook well was altered to improve water quality in the 
section of the town affected by that source. Our South Walpole elevated 
tank was painted.

The following major repairs and improvements were made in the 


public buildings: 


Bird School: Fluorescent lights installed, four classrooms. Painted 
five rooms and one corridor. Relined boiler. 


Boyden School: | Waterproofed one wall. Replaced oil burner. 


New Fisher School: Painted exterior. Installed new pressuretrol and 
repaired control panel. 


Old Stone School: Installed new roof. Installed black top apron 
around building. Replaced water pipes in rear basement. 
Replaced walk to New Stone School. 


Plimpton School: Painted ten rooms. Converted upper half of old 
coal bin to storage room. Installed extra electric outlets, rooms 
and corridor. Installed fluorescent lights in hall. Relined boiler. 
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New Stone School: Repacked and redisked steam valves. 


High School: Painted three rooms, two stairwells, all smoke doors. 
Installed néw slate blackboards. Sanded floors in seven rooms. 


Converted classroom to laboratory. Installed electric outlets for 
office machines. Installed dark shades, three rooms. Built music 
cabinet. Painted exterior. Waterproofed remainder of old east 
wall. Replaced two boiler combustion chambers. Replaced 
twenty-six valves. 


Blackburn: Painted exterior. 


Town Hall: Insulated steam pipes in boiler room. 

Center Library: Painted exterior. 

East Walpole Library: Painted exterior. Replaced underground oil 
tank. 


A major improvement was made to the heating in the older section 


of the High School. 


New unit ventilators in twenty-three classrooms permitting individual 
room temperature control were installed. A barometric damper was 
installed in the boiler room to conserve heat, and ductwork was installed 
to provide more uniform temperatures in the room. This work was done 
under contract by the Main Street Plumbing Co. of Walpole and is part 
of a two year program. 


With the installation of our new filter at the South Walpole pool, 
we acquired one more public building—-the small block structure that 
houses the filter. 


We re-arranged our working space in the main pumping station, and 
now have a very satisfactory shop and storage area. At the same time we 
improved the water foreman’s office. 


Purchasing 


Contracts totalling $252,000 were awarded. These were somewhat 
fewer than in 1960, due partly to the three year garbage contract awarded 
then. 


Some of the major contracts were:

Installed concealed wiring for Town Meeting microphones and 
speakers. 

Carried on maintenance of all electrical equipment and wiring in 
town-owned buildings. 


Town Sanitarian 
PUTNAM STEELE. Sanitarian 


On June 5 the new rules and regulations on sewage disposal systems 
for new buildings in unsewered areas went into effect. The program con- 
sists of inspection of proposed building lot as to soil structure, elevation, 
and surface drainage. The required size of concrete septic tank and properly 
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constructed leach area for adequate disposal is contained in duplicate 
specifications sheets, one of which is attached to permit and copy for 
Town Administrator's Office. Inspection betore backfill by Town Sani- 
tarian is a requirement of the program to insure satisfactory sewage disposal 
systems for all new homes. The number of homes constructed under the 
new program from June to the end of the calendar year was 69. 


Complaints involving public health hazards or nuisances were 
promptly investigated and corrected. Several requests were received for 
advice on repair or addition to current sewage disposal systems and these 
were visited at once, and effort was made to give advice which would 
produce adequate service at the least expense and considering the time 
factor. 


Bacteriological analysis of town swimming pools was made on a 
weekly basis and town water supply on monthly basis. The town swim- 
ming pools were maintained in fine sanitary condition at every testing 
and town supply has been found to be of very high standard. 


Inspection of eating and drinking establishments was made as time 
allowed after initial inspection of 31 establishments in May. Inspection 
consists of recording all improvements and corrections necessary, and 
bacteria swab counts made of eating or drinking utensils to check cleaning 
and sterilization. The purpose of the program is to prevent spreading of 
contagious diseases and provide wholesome, clean food for the public. 
The program is educational in nature, but corrections ordered are manda- 
tory. With the close of the building starts due to cold weather the eating 
and drinking establishment inspection program is accelerated. Cooperation 
by operators has been good in most cases and continued improvements 
will be made. 


Health Officer 
FRANCIS J. ALLENDORF, M.D. 


There was an increase in the number of contagious diseases reported 
this past year, chiefly mumps and measles. As per conversation with the 
State Health Department it was not considered of an epidemic nature. 


All contagious diseases were reported by the attending physicians and 
monthly total reports were sent to the State District and Central Health 
Department Headquarters. 


Those tuberculosis cases which were proven to be active were hos- 
pitalized within 48 hours after application was initiated at Norfolk County 
Hospital. Contacts were checked, x-rays taken and sputum examination 
made to rule out presence of active tuberculosis. 


There were no proven cases of poliomyelitis this year which proves 
the value of the Salk vaccine. Polio vaccination clinics were held on three 
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occasions, chiefly for booster shots and also for primary inoculations for 
those who had not received any vaccine. 


The usual health hazard complaints were investigated and rectified. 


Complaints from the State Health Department inspections with 
regard to eating establishments were checked and upon recheck, were 
found to have been rectified. 


I express my appreciation for the cooperation of the Walpole Visiting 
Nurses, School Nurses, Teachers, Physicians and Police Department for 
their loyal support in aiding me to carry out the above program.

Each playground was staffed with a male and a female leader who 
supervised all games and activities during playground hours. The play 
areas were open Monday through Friday, 9:30 A.M. to 12 Noon, and 
1 P.M. to 4 P.M. on all fair days for young people of school age---6 to 19 
years.

On September Ist Chief Aaron H. Hill retired after many years of 
faithful service to the Town of Walpole in various capacities and as Chief 
of the Fire Department from 1949. During his tenure of office a new 
Central Fire Station was provided and all major pieces of apparatus were 
replaced. At the time of his retirement two small forest fire trucks were 
being conditioned for service as replacements for obsolete vehicles. His 
untiring efforts in behalf of the Fire Department, the townspeople and 
many others of his associates will be sorely missed. On September Ist. 
Robert M. Gardner was appointed the new Fire Chief. 


The number of calls answered by the Department in 1961 shows a 
slight decrease in comparison to the previous year, most of which was tn 
the number of grass fire alarms. 


All public buildings have been inspected for fire safety on a program 
basis during the year. Written reports have been submitted to the Board 
of Selectmen with recommendations. Oil burner, petroleum and other 
special inspections were made as required. All fire extinguishers in public 
buildings have been tested, inspected, repaired and refilled. 
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FIRE CHIEF AARON H. HILL 
who retired September 1, 1961, after 
12 years as chief and 34 years in the 
Fire Departmen. 


Regular fire department monthly meetings involving discussions. 
training, practice and demonstrations have continued throughout the year. 
Regular monthly meetings of all officers have been held separately to 
discuss various subjects pertaining to departmental operation. Additional 
training sessions were held weekly during the summer months for person- 
nel on a voluntary basis. 


False alarms continue to present a problem although no increase 1s 
noted during the past year. In a majority of these alarms juveniles are 
involved; in many instances children of pre-school age are found respon- 
sible. 

The town has been fortunate in keeping fire losses to a minimum 
during the past year. No large loss industrial or commercial fires occurred. 
However, we were called to assist neighboring towns in three fires involv- 
ing large buildings. 

The new 85 foot Aerial Ladder assigned to the East Walpole station 
during the year 1960 has increased our efficiency and has provided much 
greater protection in this area of the town. It also provides greater back-up 
for the entire town when the Central Station Aerial Ladder is on duty 
at atites 


As the new Chief of the Fire Department I ask your cooperation in 
keeping our town safe from fire and fire hazards. We will always be ready 
to respond when fire occurs, but we need your help and assistance to see 
that fires do not have a place to start. 

The cooperation and efforts of all personnel in the Department have 
teen excellent throughout the year. They have been called upon to com- 
plete many unpleasant and dangerous tasks.

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Fire Alarm Maintenance 


ROBERT M. GARDNER, Supt. of Fire Alarm 


During the year five (5) fire alarm boxes were replaced due to 
obsolescence. Eight (8) new fire alarm boxes were installed at new loca- 
tions in residential areas and at the new Junior High School. Construction 
on our new circuits continued as planned. All boxes were inspected and 
checked periodically for defects and rewound after each alarm. The wire 
replacement program continued as in previous years, contributing to our 
excellent record during the September hurricane. No outside alarm system 
trouble was recorded as a result of the storm; complete fire alarm protec- 
tion was maintained without interruption. 


Service interruptions on our system were negligible. The wire and 
box replacement programs in addition to regular and preventive main- 
tenance were the factors in maintaining this excellent record. A total of 
2383 manhours were expended on maintenance, testing, repairs and new 
construction during the year. A total of 192 alarms were sounded over 
the system during 1961, a slight increase over the previous year. 


The third and final year of changes required by the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission in our radio network was completed. As a result of 


the replacement and reconditioning the efficiency of our communications 
has increased as expected. 


The construction required on our system due to the new Elm Street 
Bridge was completed as scheduled. Outage due to vehicle accidents should 
be reduced to a minimum in this area and our new construction should 
provide greater reliability of service. 


As a result of the rapid expansion of our town during the last decade 
and the expansion of our fire alarm system a change in our central station 
circuit panels is now in progress. Additional capacity is being provided 
by increasing the operating voltage and changeover of our standby battery 
system.

The State Grant-in-Aid to Libraries Bill, which was signed into law 
by Governor Foster Furcolo on November 3, 1960, brought the sum of 
$2,954.28 to the Walpole Library budget for 1961. This was figured at the 
rate of 21c per capita for our 14,068 population. The purpose of this law 
is to furnish services over and above what a normal library budget would 
do. From this additional sum the Walpole Public Library now has the 
Walpole newspapers from 1928 to 1961 on film and the Recordak equip- 
ment for viewing them. Storage of bulky albums of newspapers has been 
a problem because of shortage of space and improper air conditioning. 
During some of our humid summers, a mildew forms on the albums 
which, unless detected and removed, causes complete deterioration of 
papers. This historical record of town events will now be preserved. 
Back-dated newspapers will be placed on film in the future if these funds 
continue. 
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Preservation of articles of historic value to the town is the concern 
of many. Mr. Albert W. Deckel has given hours of volunteer time going 
over miscellaneous papers for filing. Mr. Alton C. Roberts brought to the 
library some volumes belonging to the first library group in Walpole, 
discovered while he was doing research on the United Church of Walpole. 
The League of Women Voters contributed their efforts towards a booklet, 
“Know Your Town.” From this information the 1962 Americana Encyclo- 
pedia will contain updated reference material on Walpole. 


State Grant-in-Aid money increased the library's book budget, allow- 
ing the purchase of additional reference books. Expansion of the Reference 
Room has keen managed by transferring many books to the Young 
People’s Room, formerly known as the Junior High Room. The thirteen 
volume set of the Oxford English Dictionary and a set of Grove’s Diction- 
ary of Music have been new purchases, along with other books of business 
and historical interest. 


The staff picture has changed in 1961. In January, Mrs. Ethelle Cobb 
was promoted to Assistant Librarian. Her former position of North Wal- 
pole Librarian was most capably filled by Mrs. Vida Mudgett from the 
East Walpole Library staff. The need for a library in North Walpole has 
been proven by the steady increase in use. It was found necessary to open 
on Saturdays allowing service to the public on four afternoons a week 
from two until five o'clock. Circulation of books during one month reached 
a peak of 1807. Many patrons have requested that this branch be open 
six afternoons a week. 


The position of Supervisor of Work with Young People is open to 
applicants whose qualifications include college degree and library experi- 
ence with children and young people. 


Our present staff has been very active attending workshop courses, 
regional library conferences, and state educational courses. Mrs. Dorothy 
Wronski completed a state accredited course in library cataloging and 
classification. Miss Quinn, the Head Librarian, has just completed a course 
in Educational Measurement. Mrs. Grace Stornanti, Mrs. Marcia Carleton, 
and Mrs. Vida Mudgett completed a course in “Work with Young 
People,’ which was held at the Brockton Public Library in the spring. 
Mrs. Cobb and Miss Quinn attended a three day Institute in Adult Book 
Selection held at Simmons College in September. 


Miss Beryl M. Simpson, East Walpole Branch Librarian, sponsors 
art exhibits continuously and, on October 15, 1961, honored eight artists of 
this area who have held one man shows. This event was very well attended 
and the library looked most festive. The Girl Scout Mariners had charge 
of the tea table serving and preparation. They deserve special commenda- 
tion for a superb job. New book cases and furniture were placed at the 
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East and North Branches. The East Walpole Branch received a coat of 
paint. 


The number of new borrowers and the circulation of books has 
increased. The floor and shelving space problem is becoming more evident 


daily. The structure being used at the center cf town was built in 1905 
for the needs of the people of that day! Times have changed. Our Reter- 
ence Room seats only fourteen, and our many students, high school and 
college, deserve better accommodation. The state report recommended we 
should have Reference Room seating for forty-five students. The library 
will have to expand its walls either outward or upward. 


We appreciate the patience of our library patrons who so willingly 
cooperated with our change-over borrowing system from hand-writtea to 
machine printed method, using a charge-a-plate card. The machine, rented 
at $50.00 per year, simplifies and removes error from the borrowing 
transaction. 


A “Thank You” to the Walpole Garden Club for the Christmas greens 
which are hung annually at the doorway; to the many donors of books; 
and, to Miss Mary Rocca of the Town Administrator's office for her 


assistance.

Our departmental expenditures were in line with budgetary estimates 
despite the fact that we experienced revisions and increases in the per 
diem rates at nursing and rest homes. 


Revised procedures with reference to time specifications relating to 
desertion and separation applicable in the Aid to Dependent Children 
category were received in the department; however, these procedures did 
not remove the responsibility of our Agency in exerting every effort in 
the best interests of the child through means of securing appropriate court 
orders and enforcements for existing court orders and locating absent 
fathers whose whereabouts had been unknown. 


We experienced constant changes in our Medical Care Plan, as well 
as eligibility requirements in Old Age Assistance and Disability Assistance, 
together with an increase in Federal matching. 


During the year the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Division of 
Civil Service, Welfare Compensation Board, approved the establishment 
of salary ranges for the Personnel working on the program relative to 
Old Age Assistance, Aid to Dependent Children, Assistance to Persons 
Disabled, or any combination of the foregoing, as well as duties of the 
program of Medical Assistance. These salaries are reimbursed up to 75%, 
thereby lessening the salary cost to our taxpayers to an actual 25% of the 
stated salary.

Civil Defense

The year 1961 proved to be an eventful one in Civil Defense. Many 
home preparedness programs were presented for local organizations and 
churches. The national CD alert, “Opal 1961”, proved the effectiveness of 
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Walpole’s Radio Communications and Radiology Divisions, which func- 
tioned expertly during the entire exercise. 


The Auxiliary Police Pistol Team continued reaping top honors on a 
regional and national level and is an enviable team among marksmen. 


Courses were conducted in Disaster Nursing and Radiology with 
approximately 100 local citizens participating. The Radiology Department 


was reorganized and now consists of approximately 30 monitors working 
under a detailed plan enveloping the entire town. 


A prototype family fallout shelter was built at the High School with 
Federal funds and was viewed by thousands of citizens at an open house 
in August. All CD departments were represented and a very informative 
program presented. 


A survey of public buildings was conducted to find possible fallout 
shelter areas and local industries were contacted regarding CD planning 
within their organizations. 


The U. S. Government survey for public shelters was initiated and 
should be completed by mid-1962. Many private shelters were completed 
by Walpole citizens. 


The Walpole CD Department remains a vigilant organization consist- 
ing of 12 divisions which number approximately 400 voluntary personnel.

In the past year, the Walpole Conservation Commission prepared its 
first annual report and a map which graphically details the areas mentioned 
in the report. The report, we feel, will serve as a master plan for the work 
of this commission. 


The principal objectives of the commission’s work as contained in this 
report are: 


Public acquisition of land areas surrounding most of our natural 
ponds so as to protect their shorelines against private exploitation 
and assure public access for recreation; and 


The establishment of a “green belt” area designed to preserve 
existing stream valleys. Such a “green belt” would be substantially 
the same as that recommended in the “Walpole General Plan” 
of 1913, extending along the Neponset River, plus a second, 
smaller area extending from Clark’s Pond easterly to the Sharon 
line. 


The order of procedure will depend upon which particular area is in 
jeopardy of proposed subdivisions or land developments. 


In 1962, your commission will prepare the information which will be 
necessary should the Town Meeting vote to follow the recommendations 
of this commission.

The new Junior High opened its doors for our 7th and 8th graders 
on September 6, 1961. There are 32 teaching stations at the school and 
up to 900 pupils can be housed here comfortably. With the best of equip- 
ment, beautiful classrooms, an excellent library and quiet surroundings, 
this school should be an inviting place “for those who learn and those 
who teach.” 


We are quite proud of the fact that the Junior High School has 
received a citation from the American Association of School Administra- 
tors in a national competition. At their request a mount will be exhibited 
at the Atlantic City Convention. 


The citation reads as follows: 


“Trim, clean, sharp architecture in a multi-story building well 
adapted to special site conditions. Effective and pleasing exterior 
treatment with restraint in the use of glass areas. Preservation 
of the native growth on the site and landscaping are to be com- 
mended. A pleasing school environment.”

A record 62 percent of the graduating class was accepted in post- 
secondary schools starting in September, 1961. Of this number, 76 percent 
entered four-year degree-granting colleges or universities. The remaining 


number were admitted to schools of nursing, junior colleges, technical 
schools, business schools and vocational schools. 


In the spring looking forward to the new organization as a four-year 
high school, the various departments continued study of the relocation of 
some departments in adjacent classrooms, the necessary renovations and 
special apparatus and equipment needed for curricular improvement. 


When the school year opened in September, 1961, the following 
changes and additions were in operation: 


1. English, mathematics, and business education departments were 
located in Section A (formerly the Junior High School wing). 


2. Social Studies, Modern Foreign Language and Science Depart- 
ments were located in Section B (formerly the High School 
wing). 
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3. A reading clinic equipped with basic machines and reading aids 
designed for both remedial and developmental reading instruc- 
tion. 


4. A thirty-place electronic modern foreign language laboratory.

A new well-equipped physics-general science Jaboratory. 


6. An additional typewriting room equipped with twenty-four 
electric typewriters. 


7. A business machines room equipped with a variety of twenty 
business machines similar to those used in business offices where 
Walpole graduates find employment. 


8. An instructional materials center adjacent to the library. This 
center is equipped with an excellent variety of multi-sensory 
aids which are available to all staff members for use in the 
instructional program. 


9. An adequate art studio which will be used exclusively for art 
instruction. 


The high school building is presently housing three elementary class- 
rooms in addition to grades 9 - 12. 


In September, 1962, four classrooms will be assigned to upper elemen- 
tary grades. The estimated enrollment in the building for the school year 
1962-63 will be 1040 (940 in grades 9-12, 100 in elementary). Several 
studies have indicated that optimum capacity of the building for a flexible 
programs in grades 9-12 is 1100. 


Curriculum study has keen continued through departmental organiza- 
tion. Modern concept in Mathematics and Modern Foreign Languages 
indicate radical changes in content and method. Personnel in these two 
departments are currently participating in courses, workshops, and special 
institutes to become familiar with these developments. 


The high school program is divided into two main areas: the pro- 
gram of studies which includes all the academic and non-academic courses, 
and the program of activities which includes all in-school and after-school 
pupil activities. 


Although our primary concern is the program of studies, the related 
in-school activities play a very important part in the total program. Some 
of these activities which relate to classroom work and are designed to help 
meet leisure, recreational, and social interests and needs of pupils through 
pupil initiation and direction are: student council, school newspaper, year- 
book, glee club, honorary society, chefs’ club, dramatics club, debating 
society, French club, Spanish club, radio club, photography club, Future 
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Nurses’ association, Future Teachers’ club, Future Homemakers’ club, 
business club, industrial arts club for girls, and chess club. 


The intra-mural physical education program provides an opportunity 
for all interested boys and girls to participate in a variety of physical 
activities. 


As a result of its participation in 1960 in the required evaluation pro- 
gram sponsored and administered by the New England Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools, Walpole High School has retained mem- 
bership and full accreditation status by the Association. 


A two-year follow-up report of progress and accomplishments will be 
required of the school in June, 1962. A five-year report of progress will 
be required in June, 1965. 


Continued membership and full accreditation by the Association indi- 
cate adherance to the evaluative criteria and are important objectives for 
Walpole High School. 


French Program in the Elementary Schools 


Mrs. BETTINA PINEAULT 


In the current school year (1961-1962) nearly 500 children of Wal- 
pole are engaged in the study of conversational French in the elementary 
schools. All fourth graders have classes twice a week for 20 minutes. They 
learn to converse about the classroom environment, their homes, families 
and pets, after school activities as well as learning the numbers, colors, 
days of the week, parts of the body, articles of clothing and giving and 
following directions. French songs, games and dances are also part of 
the curriculum. A selected group of the Sth graders are continuing 
the study of French. They also meet twice a week, but for 30 minutes. 


All classes are conducted with as much French atmosphere as possible. 
Pupils must stand to recite, bow and shake hands when introduced and be 
lavish with “please” and “thank you’. Every effort is made to integrate 
the foreign language classes with other subjects such as music, art, history 
and geography. 


In the next school year (1962-1963) the French program will reach 
the 6th grade where controlled reading and writing will begin. By then 
it is hoped that all children learning French will have three lessons a week. 


Health Department Report 
Dr. FRANCIS J. ALLENDORF, Health Officer 
BIRD, FISHER AND PLIMPTON SCHOOLS 


Routine physical examinations were performed on all students in 
Grades 1, 3, 5 and 7 of the above-named schools. Defects were noted, 
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recorded and parents notified. This was followed by a recheck of the 
defect. Examination of those who were absent at the time of the regular 
examination was also made. Accidents at the above schools, as per school 
regulations, were treated with the assistance of the School Department 
Nurses. 


Certificates were issued to return to school for all those who had had 
any communicable or infectious diseases or were absent over 72 hours for 
illness or injury. 


Health Department

Due to increased enrollment in our schools, it was decided to follow 
the recommendation of the State Department of Public Health and dis- 
continue annual physical examinations on every pupil. Physical examina- 
tions are now done on pupils in grades 1-3-5-7-9-11. Again, following the 
recommendations of the State Department of Public Health, parents are 
requested to have the required examinations done by the family physicians. 
Forty-three percent complied with this request, and it was felt that this was 
an encouraging response for the first year of the new program. 


In addition to the pupils in the grades mentioned above, physical 
examinations by the school physicians, Dr. E. DeRoma, Dr. J. Hayes, 
and Dr. F. Allendorf, were done on new pupils entering the Walpole 
schools, pupils with known uncorrected defects, and pupils participating 
in Competitive sports. 


1186 pupils were examined by the school physicians. 
3249 pupils received the Massachusetts Vision Test. 
3279 pupils received the Massachusetts Hearing Test. 
129 pupils in Grade 11 received the Mantoux Test for detection 
of tuberculosis.

This Committee is to consist of five (5) members, one of whom will act as 
chairman. No person who has ever been an elected or appointed official or employee 
of the town, or who is or has been a relative of a present or past town official or 
employee, is eligible to serve on this committee. 


Members of the Committee will serve without compensation. 


The Committee will hold as many meetings as it deems necessary to consider 
all matters either brought before it by town citizens or initiated by its own mem- 
bers. It will take all actions it deems necessary in order to expose any activities by 
officials or employees of the Town of Walpole which, in its judgment, have not 
been in the best interests of the majority of the town’s citizens, or which have not 
been in accord with the town, state, or national laws. 


The Committee, further, will be an independent body answering only to the 
town as a whole, at a regular or special town meeting, and will have the power to 
hire its own legal counsel, if it is deemed advisable to do so.

Chairman William E. Petrie read a Progress Report of the East Junior High 
Building Committee as follows: 


“A. Introduction 


The East Junior High Building Committee wishes to report to the town meet- 
ing our progress and financial status as of this date. 


B. Progress 


The school is now approximately 80% complete and will be substantially 
complete in June, 1961. 
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C. Physical Plant 
The new schoo! will provide 32 teacher stations which will accommodate 800 


pupils under normal conditions and 900 under emergency conditions. Included in 
32 stations are a cafeteria-auditorium room, manual and domestic arts rooms and 
a gymnasium with dividing partition to accommodate boys and girls at the same 
time. 


Our guiding principle throughout the planning and construction stages has 
been, naturally, to provide the best building possible at the least cost and to incor- 
porate materials in the construction which will keep future maintenance by the 
town to a minimum. The actual planning of education facilities was no hit or 
miss proposition. It was accomplished by your school administration making full 
use of Dr. John Marshall, our educational consultant in cooperation with this 
committee. 


D. Financial 


Of a total appropriation of $1,992,200 we have spent $1,083,733 to date, 
leaving an unexvended balance of $908,466 to complete construction, site work and 
furnishings and equipment. We are well within our budget and anticipate being 
able to return some money to the Town. 


It was not necessary for your committee to use all of the appropriation at the 
beginning of the project, therefore, through able management of Mr. Flynn, the 
Town Treasurer, $35,511.66 was realized to the town by the investment of portions 
of the unexpended balance in short term bonds. 


E. Close 


Your committee has done its best to provide you with an economical building 
both in initial cost and future maintenance cost. We feel that the investment is one 
which will give you maximum educational returns and one which you will be 
proud of and pleased with for many years to come. 


We wish to take this opportunity to extend to all townspeople and other 
interested parties an invitation to an open house the end of September so that you 
may all see first hand what you have bought.” 


The report was accepted.

A city or a town which accepts this section may establish a conservation com- 
mission, hereinafter called the commission, for the promotion and development of 
the natural resources and for the protection of watershed resources of said city or 
town. Such commission shall conduct researches into its local land areas and shall 
seek to coordinate the activities of unofficial bodies organized for similar purposes, 
and may advertise, prepare, print and distribute books, maps, charts, plans and 
pamphlets which in its judgment it deems necessary for its work. It shall keep an 
index of all open areas within the city or town, as the case may be, with the plan 
of obtaining information pertinent to proper utilization of such open areas, includ- 
ing lands owned by the commonwealth or lands owned by a city or town. It shall 
keep an index of all open marshlands, swamps and all other wet lands in a like 
manner, and may recommend to the city council or selectmen and, subject to the 
approval of the city council. or selectmen, to the department of natural resources 
and to the state reclamation board a program for the better promotion, development 
or utilization of all such areas. It shall keep accurate records of its meetings and 
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actions and shall file an annual report which shall be printed in the case of towns. 
in the annual town report. The commission may appoint such clerks and other 
employees as it may from time to time require. The commission shall consist of not 
less than three nor more than seven members. In cities the members shall be 
appointed by the mayor, subject to the provisions of the city charter, except that in 
cities having or operating under a Plan D or Plan E form of city charter, said 
appointments shall be by the city manager, subject to the provisions of the charter; 
and in towns they shall be appointed by the selectmen, excepting towns having a 
manager form of government, in which towns appointments shall be made by the 
town manager, subject to the approval of the selectmen. When a commission is 
first established, the terms of the members shall be for one, two or three years, and 
so arranged that the terms of approximately one third of the members will expire 
each year, and their successors shall be appointed for terms of three years each. 
Any member of a commission so appointed may, after a public hearing, if requested, 
be removed for cause by appointing authority. A vacancy occurring otherwise than 
by expiration of a term shall in a city be filled for the unexpired term in the same 
manner as an original appointment, and in a town in the manner provided in 
section eleven of chapter forty-one. Said commission may receive gifts of funds, 
lands, buildings and other properties in the name of the city or town, subject to 
the approval of the city council in a city, or the selectmen in towns. Such gifts shall 
be held in the name of the city or town, but may be managed by the commission 
for the purposes set forth in this section.

SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICE BUILDING COMMITTEE 
Progress Report—June 5, 1961 


Mr. Moderator: 

The School Administrative Office Building Committee has organized with 
Arthur C. Jones as Chairman and John Powers as Secretary. We have held three 
regular meetings and have also held joint meetings with the Board of Selectmen, 
the School Committee and the Appropriation Committee. 

Our first conclusion was that the need for permanent Administrative Office 
space does exist for reasons stated in the earlier report of the School Committee. 

We discussed the advisability of buying a house near Walpole center, building 
on to an existing school, renting space, or erecting a separate administrative office 
building. 

There did not seem to be any desirable house near Walpole center which could 
be easily adapted for our purpose. 

Building on to an existing school might have to be temporary as it has in the 
past and would be subject to excessive restrictions which cover school building 
construction. 

The cost of renting adeauate space would, over a period of time, be greater 
than that of a town-owned building. 

The erection of a separate office building located near the center would be 
desirable from the point of view of interviewing prospective teachers, and salesmen, 
and delivery of supplies. Such a building could be designed for maximum adminis- 
trative efficiency and centralized control of supplies. 

It has been suggested that a satisfactory building could be erected for $30,000. 
In order to have a more concrete estimate on which to work, this committee is asking 
for an appropriation of $1500 to get preliminary designs and specifications in order 
to substantiate this figure and to enable them to ask the Town for a specific amount 
of money to construct proper facilities for housing the School Administration.
